Lake Charles, La., April 18 (/P)— 


In decision stoutly supporting free- 
dom of the press, a judge acquitt- 
ed today five Louisiana newspaper- 
men accused of defaming 16 public 
officials and three gamblers. 


The indictments grew out of a 


crusade waged by the Lake Charles 
American Press against gambling 
in Cilcasieu Parish (county). 


Judge Bernard Cocke took 2 1-2 


hours tc read his decision that were 
181 pages in length before return- 
ing acquittal verd'icts in each case. 


Only a handful of persons were 


present to hear the verdicts ending 
the controversial cases, begun in 
August when the newsmen were in- 
ciictcd by a Grand Jury that had 
been called to investigate gambling 


Any Citizen Has the Right 
"Any citizen or newspaper has 


the right to criticize the public acts 
of officials," Judge Cocke of New 
Orleans declared. 


"Without that right, we would 


have a dictatorial form of govern- 
ment and the discussion of impor- 
tant public issues would be only 
such as might be permitted by 
those holding authority," the judge 
asserted.

Lawmakers

Washington, April 19 (fP) — Presi- 


dent Truman's threat to crack the 
knuckles of Congress with a chain 
of daily special sessions if it balks 
at voting the money he thinks is 
needed for defense drew defiant re- 
torts toclay from several legisla- 
tors. 


'He seems to have gone com- 


pletely off his head," Sen. Taft of 
Ohio, a candidate lor Republican 
presidential 
nomination, said in 


Springfield, Mass., when he learned 
of Truman's statement yesterd'ay 
in a speech dedicating a new Am- 
vets national headquarters. 


"He is claiming p o w e r 
like 


Charles I of England," Taft told a 
Springfield rally. "The President 
seems to think he must get all the 
money he asks. Well, Congress. . . 
is the appropriating power and . . . 
always has been." 


"That's ope he can't make stick,' 


said Sen. Capehart 
(R-Ind), ex- 


pressing the., mood pf , many con- 
gressmen of Tjdlh parties who be- 
lieve the 52 1-2 billion dollars Tru-
